MOBERLY, Mo., May 26.—There are more 
people in Moberly to-day than ever before in 
her history. It is not probable that the scenes 
af yesterday and to-day will be repeated for a 
number of years. The ambitious little town 
has shown that however willing she may be 
she lacked the capacity to take care of a 
crowd of fifteen hundred people. By 4 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon every bed and cotin the 
place was engaged, and the crowd only then 
began to fairly roll in. Each arriving train 
discharged its long line of dusty and linen-clad 
delegates, and visitors rolled into the first 
hotel and out again into @nother and then an- 
other, to bg met.by the ery of ‘‘no room,** un 
til finally the weary politician sought rest at 
least in one of the hundreds of chairs in front 
ot the hotels. The scenes at night were inter- 
esting. They were amusing to the man who 
hadaroom. Toa person with the prospect of 
anightinachair under the stars it was not. 
At midnight the train from the West brought 
four car loads of delegates and spectators. 
Among the notables were Gen. Joe Snelby, of 
Lafayette, who was biatantin his advocacy of 
Tilden, and Senator Vest, who, without dem- 
onstration, retired with the remark, ‘‘I have 
workto doto-morrow.’’ This delegation num- 
bered about 400. ‘The train up from St. Louis 
at 3:30 daisgorged 250 more, and aapecial 
train of six coaches that followed contributed 
300 more souls tothe unsheltered temporary 
population of the town. It would be a vain 
task’to attemptto give an approximate idea 
of the people here. All the dignitaries 
of the State are on hand, and 
all classes of yoliticians fare represented. 
A fine lot of short-haired young men from 
St. Louis, who came up on passes furnished by 
H. C. Conde, were particularly noticeable. 
The scene on the street this morning was very 
animated, the public resorts being densely 
packed. A heavy shower came up about eight 
o’clock and drove the throng within doors. 
The wigwam, not being waterproof, was thor- 
oughly drenched; but by eleven o’clock the 
seats were all dried and the building put in 
comfortable condition. The saloons are doing 
an immense business, and Tilden money 
ig being fairly lavished upon 
the susceptible and thirsty. It is 
agreatpicnmic forthe aforementioned men of 
short hair, and their enthusiasmfor the man 
they generally speak of as Tilton is unbound- 
ed. 

The State Centrai Committet met in the par- 
lor at the Merchants’ this morning to take ac- 
tion upon the basis of representation inthe 
State Nominating Convention of July 21. E. A. 
Noonan, ot St. Louis, offered a resolution that 
the Norton vote of 1878 be the basis, 
delegate to.each 400 votes or fraction of 200 and 
over being allowed, andin wards or counties 
having lesg than 400 yoters onerepresentative 
be arbitrarily allowed.

Louis Court of Appeals district meet on the day 
previous an@ nominate a candidate for Judge 
of the Court of Appeals, was presented by W. 
H. Clopton, and the suggestion favorably act- 
ed upon.

THE LIBRARY QF CONGRESS. 


Interesting Facts Concerning Its His- 
tory, Growth and Progress. 
| Washington Cor. New York Times. | 


Congress should not adjourn without set- 
tling upon some plan for the preservation and 
accommodation of the treasures that are con- 
tained inthe national; library. The Library 
of Congress now occupies rooms situated 
above and on each side of the stairway by 
which one enters the Capitol from the west. 
It contains $75,000 volumes of books. with 
shelf-room for only 280,000, so that one- 
fourth of the volumes are practically inacces- 
sible. Those which cannot find places onthe 
shelves are piled in dusty heaps on the floor 
and in the alcoves, or entirely hidden from 
view. There are also 10,000 pamphlets, 
which are corded upin bundles. The library 


newspapers. covering more than a quarter of 
a century of American history; also, complete 
sets of the London TimeS since 1796, the 
London Gazette since 1665, and the 
Moniteur Universe! since 1789, with 
nearly all the English and American reylews 
and magazines. Each State bas been 
represented for nrany years in the library by | 
two newspapers, one of each political party. 
All this valualle matter is practically beyond 
the reach of the student and investigator, be= 
cause, for lack of room, these papers must be 
packed away obscurely, like rubbish ina 
storebouse. In a dark room in the loft lies a 
remarkable collection of charts and maps, 
both manuscript and engraved, packed away 
like so many sides of leather. There are thou- 
sands of these maps, illustrating the divisions 
of our country at every period of its history, 
but they are inaccessibie. All the labor nec- 
essary for the maintenance of the library must 
be done in the rooms where the books are 
placed, and where many persons are consult- 
ing them. When a box of books arrives from 
Europe or from the binder’s, it must be brok- 
en open and unpacked in the public halls of 
the eory, because there is no other room 
provided for such work. Socrowded is every 
foot of space, and so many are the duties 
which must be performed under the eyes and 
aimost under the feet of visitors and readers, 
that there are no. places for quiet 
consultation and literary labor, such as 
every ereat. library ought to pos- 
sess. The librarian not only superintends 
the business of a library which is the tenth in 
the world’s list asregards size, but he also 
preserves the records of covvright, and re- 
ceives two copies of each copyrighted publi- 
cation. During last year 18,000 copyright en- 
tries were made. Under the copyright law 
ah immense number of prints, engravings, 
chromos, photographs and the like have been 
received. and out of these a very interesting 
and instructive collection might be madé¢ for 
exhibiting the progress of the arts of design 
in America. But thev cin not be seen; they 
lie in heaps, with their stamps upon them. 
Even the copyright records, from the first en- 
actment of the law, in 17, including the 
original records of more than forty United 
States District Clerks’ ollices, are stored away 
ina dark cellar, where constant reference 
is made to them with great difiiculty. 

The Library of Congress was founded in 
1800, when the seat of government was trans- 
ferred from Vhiladelphiato this city. There 
were lessthan 500 inbabitants in this placa 
then, and $5,000 was appropriated with which 
to buy such books as Congress migiat need. 
There were not then in this country more 
than three public tibraries of more than 5,000 
volumes each. In 1S! and 1802 there were 
warm debates in Congress upon' propositions 
for appropriating mouey for makin additions 
to the library. Mr. Bavare, of Delaware, 
advocated an appropriation of $1,000 per 
year: Mr. Bacon, of Massachusetts, moved to 
make the sum $10,000 per year, and John 

‘Ranadoloh, of Virginia, declared that either 
of these propositions was extravagant. At 
last an act was passed by which *3,800 became 
available for books, but no librarian was ap- 
ointed until 1815. Since that time there have 
Coon four gentlemen in that position. George 
Watterson served fourteen years, John S. 
Meehan thirty-two years, John G. Stephenson 
three years, and Ainsworth It. Spofford 
has now occupied the place for six- 
teen years. In 1814 the library con- 
tained but 3,000 volumes, and _ these 
the British burned on August 24 of that year. 
The Congress which convened in special ses- 
sionin September, 1834, had no library, but 
ex-President Jefferson offered to Congress at 
its own price a collection which he had been 
gathering through fifty years with great care. 
The Senate atonce passed a biil for the pur- 
chase of this library, but there w@s sturdy op- 
position in the House. Some said Mr. Jeffer- 
son’s collection was larger than Congress re- 
quired. Somethought the books would cost 
too much, and some objected to the philoso- 
phical character of many of the volumes. Mr. 


ment directing the committee to select from 
the library, after its purchase, ‘‘all books of 
an atheistical, irreligious and immoral ten- 
dency, if any such there be,’’ and send them 
back to Mr. Jefferson at Monticello. This 
amendment wasrejected, andthe bill was 
passed by avoteofslto7l. ‘The character of 
his discussion has a singular interest to the 
reader of to-day. Itissaid that Jeifferson’s 
‘library was one of the best private selections 
which had been made at that time, and thatin 
no other way than by its purchase could Con- 
gress have securedso valuable and compre- 
hensive a library of reference. 
It was not until 1824 that the library of 
Congress was placed in its present location, 
and at that time the annual appropriation for 
new books was increased to $5,000. In 1851 
“when another fire came there had been gath- 
ered but 25,000 volumes, and of these the 
flames spared 10,000. This fire induced 
Congress to pay to the Library the attention 
which it deserved; $85,000 was appropriated 
for the purchase of books, and $72,500 for re- 
airing and restoring the’ Library-room. 
‘rom that time the development of the Li- 
brary wassymmetrical. In 1865 additions to 
the building were constructed which atlorded 
room for 150,000 volumes; in 1866 the Smith- 
sonian Library of scientific works was acquir- 
ed; in 1867 the Peter Force historical collec- 
tion was bought for $100,000, and in 1870 the 
enactment of a new copyright law established 
a source of constantty iucreasing annual ad fi- 
tions. When Mr. Spofford begame 
librarian in I864 there were in the li- 
brary £6,414 volumes; now there are more 
than 375,000. Itis well known that Mr. Spof- 
ford is a librarian of rare abilitv, and it was 
truly ssid in the Senate a few days ago that 
but for bis services the utility of the library as 
a place of resort for information would be al- 
most wholiv destroyed by difficulties which 
other librarians seldom encounter. In six- 
teen years the collection has more than «nad- 
rupled in size, and bas become the tenth in 
size of the world’s libraries. ‘Ten years ago 
European libraries

when sixteen more years shall have passed 
the voluimes in this library will number 2,- 
250,000, and that it will be surpassed in ex- 
tent oply by the National Library in Paris 
and tire British Museum.

A GOAT STORY. 


What Might Have Been a Celebrated 
Case.

One of the most interesting things, orag- 
gregations of things, in the world is a circus. 
This fact is acknowledged by the world gen- 
erally, and inthe literature of circus posters 
in particular, and is appreciated by such nren 
as ex-Goy. Hayes and Dr. Talmage. Hardly 
less interesting isa goat. It follows, there- 
fore, thatif a circus and a goat can be made 
to figure in the same event. or train of events, 
the result must be among the most interest- 
ing that can be reached, and that if such re- 
sult be stated in a newspaper item, it must be 
among the most interesting of items. 

Such must nave been the course of reason- 
ing by which the resident correspondeat in 
Stratford ofa Connecticut daily newspaper 
brought himself ‘to the point of writing an 
item which in substance was as follows: A 
Stratford Man’s goat devoured some circus 
posters and died, whereupon the man sued the 
circus men for the vajue of his goat, and the 
circus men sued the owner of the goat for the 
value of their posters. This item was printed 
in an obscure part of the paper, but it blazed 
out like acomet athwart the sky when the 
myriads of stars are made to disappear, 
and the heavens to look black by comparison 
with its effulgence. There was no computing 
the magnitude of such an item in respect 
to its suggestions. 

Regarded from the standpoint of the parti- 
sans of the goat: <A creature that had surviv- 
ed the winter and come out spring poor, 
strolled along the highway, his nodding head 
keeping time tothe rattle of oyster cans and 
po} bottles within him; gazing upward and 
outward on either side, as is the habit of the 
goat, he saw the tender green and luscious red 
of the spring show bill, and standing on his 
hind legs he inserted a horn beneath the pa- 
per and stripped it from the bill board; then 
hefellto feasting uponthe succulent circus 
poster, and when he had filled himself he lav 
down,and the sharp corners of the oyster cans 
and broken bottles were padded by the soft 
paper so that they did not protrude through 
his sides; but soon there came a misery with- 
in him, and he ceased to be.

But they 
do import French dresses sometimes, and are 
beginning to have a certain respect for Paris- 
ian taste.

Chan new city. Inside the walls, containing 
an immense inclosure. there is nothing but.a 
massive heap of ruins on every hand; nota 
streetin the city. Thecity was built within 
the last twenty years, and it is said to have 
bad a large population of ‘‘Fan-tse,’’ but it 

was destroyed by the Mahometans some six- 
teen or seventeen years ago. ‘These ‘‘Fan- 
tse,’’ as the border tribes are. called, give the 
Chinese authorities much trouble. They are 
allowed to appoint one of their own number 
to act as their immediate Governor, snd in the 
city of Tao-Chan the Sub-Prefect is called the 
Prefect of the *‘Fan-tse.”? About sixty li dis- 

tant is the city of Tao-Chan, a small, desolate 
place. Later on Mr. Easton came into close 
vontact with these Fans and found them ex- 

ceedingly hospitable; they reminded Mr. 

Easton of the Welsh and cannot enjoy their 
food without miik. Mr. Easton’s labt journey 
was to Si-ning-Fur and other cities. This lies 
beyond Shunhwa-Ting, on the banks of the 
Yellow River. After remaining ten days at 
Si-ning-Fur, Mr. Easton returned by way of 
Men-Peh, Lan-Chan, Tih-tao-Chan and Kong- 

Chang-Fur. Some of these cites and others 

referred to by Mr. Easton do not occur on any 
European map—English, French, Russian or 
German; but they are placed inthe Chinese 
maps publisbed in book formin Wu-Chang. 
In the neighborhood of the Yellow River Mr. 
Easton found himself among the Sah-la. In 
appearance and habits they differ little from 
the Chinese, but they have a distinct language 
of their own, which bears. no atlinity’ 
to the Chinese. are entirely 
Mahometan. He met with a 
few Tu-ren, called the Tu-li_ tribe 
by Europeans; they, too, are entirely Ma- 
hometan; their language is a distinct one, but 
there is often a strong resemblance between 
it and Sah-la or  =~between it and 

Chinese. At Si-ning Mr. Easton met 
Count Szeehenzi, the Hungarian nobleman 
who was determined .to force his way into 
Tibet onthe track of Colonel Prejewalsky, 

who was compelled to turn aside and proceed 
to Burmab, and who is now at Calcutta. With 
the Count were two men of science as his as- 
sistants. Mr. Easton states that Cameron,the 
African traveler, was also expected on an ex- 
ploring journey. The altitude of Si-ning-Fur 
is 8,600 feet, andof Ts’ing-hai (Koko Nor) 
10,500 feet. 

Five Germans arrived in Lan-Chan to com- 
mence woolen and cloth works, bat the en- 
terprise seems to have been a failure, ene of 
them having committed suicide. The wool is 
bad and itis difficult to get machinery up. 
There isa Roman Catholic Bishop at Lan- 
Chan who has been there for fourteen years. 
There are other priests about the district,who 
all wear the Chinese dress and form a society 
by themselves. 


Edison’s Electric Railway. 
{From the New York Herald, 24th. | 
W hen the large gearing wheels of Edison’s 
electro-motor burst about one week ago he at 
orce set to work and devised another mode of 
transferring the power (generated by the re- 
volving armature) to the wheels. He had 
three wooden pulleys made and connected 
them by belting, the pulleys being so propor- 
tioned as to get a good velocity at the turning 
shaft. He was ‘‘zruising’” up and down his 
three-quarter mile railroad on Friday last, 
when notice came that the officers of the 
Austrian corvette Saida were approaching. 
He at once began toshowthem everything 
worth seeing in and around the laboratory, 
and, after the visitors were Satisfied with ex- 
amining the novelties he gave them a ride on 
his new railroad. The distinguished party, 
or at least some of the principal members of 
it, took seats on the car that is attached to 
the motor. Asmall lever was moved con- 
necting the circuit, and away they went. The 
speed attained while going round the curves 
was anything but pleasant to those on the 
cars, but, although the road is pew and is very 
indifferently built, no accident occurred. The 
party returned by a late train to the city, feel- 
ing that they had seen one of the many won- 
ders of the Republic. Mr. Edison proposes 
to build an additional mile and one-haif, in 
which there will be one grade as steep as one 
footin every six and three-quarter feet. This 
will be into a deep gully anu up the other side. 
His intention is toshow thata train can be run 
wherever a horse can defen wagon. Edison 
being verv busy on Satufday. the reporter 
went in search of Dr. Haid, his chief metallur- 
ist, and obtained from him all the news re- 
ating to the gold tailings process.

Theré are also many samples con- 
taining large quantities of nickel, uranium, 
vanadium and platinum.

bring to the Uhited States a power and wealth 
equal to th#t brought to Great Britain by 
Warren Hastings in the early days of Eng- 
land’s interference with the coral strands.

DELICIOUS SOLES. 


A New English Fish for American 
Waters. 

. [From the New York Sun, 234. | 

Capt. Mortimer, of the ship Hamilton Fish, 
of the Black Bal! Line of packets, arrived from 
Liverpool yesterday morning with the first lot 
of English soles ever brought alive to this 
country. The sole is the delight of the epi- 
cures of Great Britain. It is a flat fish, of de- 
licious flavor, weighing from one to three 
pourds. It is peculiar to British waters, 


ing been unsuccessful. Many attempts have 
been made to introduce it into American 


waters. Ocean steamships have tried 
to bring them across in = tanks, 
but the fish have always died. Capt. 


Mortimer, before leaving England, caus®da 
tank to be specially prepared, which was so 
constructed that the lurching of the vessel 
would not be felt by the fish, the sole, owing 
toitsextreme delicacy, being killed by the 
least shock. The tank placed in position 
where it would be constantly under his eve, 
Capt. Mortimer selected twenty-five soles. 
These he carefully putin his tank. His at- 
tempt at bringing soles to this country caused 
considerable comment in England, where his 
experiment was believed sure of failure. Dur- 
ing the voyage out Capt. Mortimer had the 
tank aerated every four hours, and deep sea 
water was given the fish. Nothwithstand- 
ing his great precautions-nineteen of the fish 
died before the ship reached port. Five 
British soles,the first that ever reached Amer- 
ica alive, came safe and in splendid condition. 
Two were females, with spawn. Immediately 
on arriving at this port Captain 
Mortimer telegraphed the safe arrival 


Institution at Washington. Prof. Baird at 
once telegraphed back to Capt. Mortimer, 
congratulating bim on his success, and also 
semt messages to three gentlemen. members 
of the Fish Culture Society, to call on Capt. 
Mortimer and examine the fish. Satistied 
that the soles were in good conaition, Prof. 
Baird telegraphed to have them planted at 
once inside Sandy Hook onthe Government 
reservation. Yesterday afternoon Capt.Mor- 
timer, Dr. John M. McIntosh and several 
gentlemen interested in fish culture went on 
the steamboat Jesse Hoyt to Sandy Hook. At 
| a point selected by Prof. Baird’s agent the 
five English soles were putinto large flat 
tanks and lowered into the water. They 
were seen.to rise out of the tanks and swim 
away. The party who witnessed the first 
planting of English soles in American waters 
signed their names to a certificate to that ef- 
fect, and amid much rejoicing all returned to 
this city. Capt. Mortimer will repeat the ex- 
periment.

For some weeks the passers-by on Seventh 
street have observed onthe block opposite 
Shillito’s a sign that read, ‘‘Adelia Ruley, 
Dentist.’? Driftinginto see Miss Riley one 
finds a pleasant, graceful young lady, witha 
story to teli you about the way she became a 
dentist. Miss Riley is from Hamilton, Ohio, 
where she first studied her profession under 
Dr. Howells, the father of Dr. May Howells, 
of this city. The family of the Howells are all 
somewhat remarked for invincible energy of 
purpose. In Mr. W. H. Howells, of the 
Atlantic Monthly, this energy  be- 
came the motive power of literary work. In 
Dr. Howells, of Hamilton, and his daughter, 
Miss May, one of the lady physftians here, it 
has impelled into professional life. Misses 
Emma and Corinne Howells are teachers 
in the public schools of St. Louis, and very 
superior teachers these young ladies are. 
After ve weg, a school course Miss Riley 
wentto her home in Hamilton, and, like 
Ciara Vere de Vere, felt time hang heavy on 
her hands. ‘There was absolutely nothing for, 
her that was worth doing. 

‘‘T think 1t is the worstthing in the world 
for a girl to have nothing to do,’’ remarked 
Miss a * ‘‘fand I began to grow very uneasy 
overit. The most thatIl attempted was to 
read novels.”? And entertaining as this may 
be, the young lady found she could hardly 
make it a serious business of life. 

One day her fatner asked her if she would 
not like to study dentistry. She caught at the 
idea eagerly. 

‘*l went into it with all manner of enthusi- 
asm,’ said Miss Riley, *‘and I think itis 
beautiful work.’’ 

One could not but think of horrible clamps 
and instruments of torture, but evidently 
these had ho part in the young lady’s vis- 


ons. 

After studying at Hamilton under Dr. How- 
ells, she came to the Onio Dental College, on 
College street, and took the course, setting 
up herself asa professional dentist only last 
month. The pleasant parior, with its bay 
window, its book-case, writing table and easy 
chairs, is more suggestive of a lady’s room 
than of .«n office, save for the great dental 
chair that tells its own story. 

‘‘Do you find that you have the strength to 
pull teeth?’’ was inqguried. 

‘*Yes, if necessary,” she replied, ‘‘but 
really it is very seldom that it is necessary. 
Dental science has discovered so Many ways 
that are better, and we restore the imperfect 
tooth rather than extract it.” 

Miss Riley spoke with appreciation of the 


kindness of experienced dentists who 
are lecated in that vicinity to her, 
and that in &ny case of indecision 


or of unusual intricacy she could turn to 
them for any counsel and aid. Next year Miss 
Riley intends to enter upon a thorough medi- 
cal course; not witha view of relinquishing 
dentistry as a profession, but of perfecting 
it. She believes the general state of the sys- 
tem soclosely affects all dental operations 
that an understanding of it is essential to the 
best success in her chosen profession, in 
which she is an enthusiast. 

Itisthe women whodguietly goto work, 
and do their work well, who are proving the 
possibilities of womanly work. One such 
practical demonstration is worth a dozen 
platform lecturers that grow eloquent over 
**the cause.’’ And yet, looking backward 
and over the noble women of the iecture-field,’ 
one can not speak lightly of them.

It was asub- 
ject she held in reserve, as an important one, 
but regarding which she had no fixed convic- 
tions.

The drawing-room which the Queen wil! 
hold to- mworrow is already the subject of much 
searching and palpitation of heart. It is only 
becoming on the part of persons who enjoy 
the distinetion of being admitted to Court 
that they should show every disposition to 
consult the convenience of their sovereign. 
It will, however, suggest itself to the least 
polished understanding that the present ar- 
rangements for the reception of state com- 
pany on ceremonial occasions leave something 
to be desired. An august lady who has just 
made several fatiguing journeys by rail and 
carriage must find it irksome to stand for sev- 
eral hours at atime ina majestic positiow even 
to be saluted with those genuflexions and 
impressive tokens of respect by which every 
true-born Briton with a proper sense of self- 
esteem is eager tO prove his or her feelings of 
admiration and reverence for the first lady in 
the land. Theré is, moreover, a distressing 
wunt of incident to enliven the palace fes- 
tivities on these occasions. Kvery nobleman 
or gentleman kneels witb a face as solemn as 
though he were about to say his prayers. 
Every lady makes a ‘*cheese’’ us though her 
salvation depended on it not curdling. Now, 
these gymnastic feats are not, and cannot 
in the nature of things be, always performed 
with either grace or safety. Even gn the very 
Jatest occasion when the ()ueen’s Majesty was 
pieased to delight the privileged classes with 
a pageant of the sort above mentioned some-

Such, in substance, vas the 
testimony adduced. At about 1 o'clock 
the defendant’s counsel raised some objections 
to the continuance of the trial, on the ground 
that in the writing of the indictments several 
legal rules had not been observed. In the first 
incictment, which was drawn by Assistant At- 
torney Noonan, appeared the statement that 
the money had been embezzied from the Farm- 
ers’ and Traders’ Bank, when Farmers’ 
and Tracers’ Savings Institution should have 
been stated. 

THE NEXT INDICTMENT 
was drawn by the late Lewis B. Beach, who 
was then Circuit Attorney. The scheme and 
charter was the subject which was then troub- 
ling St. Louisans, and as Mr. Beach was not 
sure just how the indictmant should read, he 


made the fact appear thas the 
embezziement had occurred in St. 
Louis city ard St. Louis county and 


theretore the case was within the jurisdiction 
ot thecriminal authorities ot the ap and 
county. and superior courts have since decid- 
ed that such a statement, though liable to ob- 
jection, was legal: but Mr. Beach afterward 
forgot the rule which he bad theretofore ov- 
served, ard when he could have evaded tech. 
nical quibblings by stating plainly both the 
city and county of St. Louis, he  oniy 
wrote St. Louis county. Then another 
indictment was drawn, but in it were embodied 
the uncorrected statements which appeared 
in the former indictments. 

These points and others were clearly and 
concisely stated by the defendant’s attorney, 
Hon. Charles P. Johnson, inan able address. 
Mr. Johnson seems to be of the opinion that he 
will clear his client. Judge Laughlin will de- 
cide the technical points this evening and, it ts 
velieved, a conclusion of the trial will be reach- 
ed late to-night or early to-morrow morning. 


A TERRIFIC EXPLOSION, 


The Result of a Boy Dropping a Lighted 
Match into an Empty Whisky Barrel. 


Shortly after noon to-day Willie Dickson, 
aged ten years and living at No. 1006 North 
Seventh street, and Willie Kelly, aged twelve 
years and living at No. 1204 North Seventh 
street, were playingin front of August Gose- 


brink’s liquor. store, near the  cor- 
ner of seventh and Liddle streets. 
While their attention was bent 


upon their-play another little boy came along 
and, lighting a match, carelessiy dropped it 
into anempty whisky barrel which stood near 
by. Theresult was a loud explosion, which 
was heard several blocks away. The top of the 
barrel was blown out anda section of about 
two-thirds of it ofan average thickness of an 
inch and a quarter, weighing several pounds, 
was broken in two, across grain, and the parts 
blown into the air a distance of fully fitty feet. 
In less than a minute after the ex 
plosion fully four hundred persons 
were crowded about the place anxious 
to discover the cause of the explosion. The 
two boys, Dickson and my F were enveloped 
in flames, which shot out of every aperture in 
the barrel, while fromthe top acylindricual 
body of blue and yellow flame extended up 
a distance of several feet. Atter 
the flash the whole neighborhood 
was permeated with a smell of whisky. Several 
employes of Mr. Gosebrink’s and passers-by 
who were the first on the scene found Dickson 
and Kelly half-stunned and badly frightened. 
Dickson's tace and hair was _ slightly 
burned. A targe swelling quickly rose on 
Kelly’s forehead, while his arm was powerless. 
Goth results are supposed to have been caused 
by pieces of the head of the Barrel striking the 
boy. Dr. Rohlfing attended th the boys and 
pronounced tbeir injuries not dangerous. The 
youth that caused the mischief slunk away 
and has not been identified. The barrel had 
not held whisky for over two weeks.

A Former Resident of That State Taken 
Back From Kansas to Answer a Charge of 
Murder of Which He Was Acquitted Two 
Years Ago. 

Among the passengers thatarrived at the 
Relay Depot, East St. Louis, on the Chicago 
and Alton train last night, was John Rogers. 
He was in charge of a Deputy Sheriff trom 
Kentucky, and was on his way to that State to 
await histrial for murder. About two years 
and a half ago Rogers was deputized by a ken- 
tucky Sheriff to arrest aman who was wanted 
for some offense against the State law. Rogers 
got on the man’s track and followed him 
to his bouse. At about dusk the offender at- 
tempted to make his escape by running out of 
a side entrance. Rogers gave chase, and, Cal- 
culating that he was further away from his 
man than he reaily was, he drew hi3 ‘revolver 
and fired in the direction of the escaping of- 
fender. The man dropped, and, the ball hay- 
ing entered a vital poraion, death ensuedina 
few minutes. Rogers at once gave himself up 
to the authorities, but was soon released. 


The grand jury ignored the bill against him,\ 


and in a few montis he started west. He lo- 
cated in Kansas, where be purchased a large 
farm and was enjoying life, whena few days 
ago a Deputy Sheriff arrived and placed him 
under arrest On acharge of murder. He took 
leave of bis young wife and child and he tson 
his way back to hentucky, where he will have 
to remain in jail nntil next October before lhe 
will have the matter investigated. The oe 
Sheriff and his prisoner left onthe O. and M. 
traln last night.

Reading of Papers, Reports of Com- 
mittees and Discussions.

Morning Segsion--4fternoon and Evon- 
ing Programmes--To-Morrow’s 
Excursion, 


The second day’s session ofthe Twelfth An- 
nual Convention of the Américan Society of 
Civil Engineers commenced at 9:30 this morn- 
ing in the hall of Washington University, cor- 
ner of Seventeenth street and Washington 
avenue. Capt. James B. Eadspresided. It was 
decided that the business meeting shouid be 
postponed until after the evening session. In- 
vitations were readfrom the St. Louis Club 
tendering the use of the club-house an# an- 
nouncing aconcert there this evening. A com- 
munication was received from F. N. Crunden 
on behalf of the Board of Sciool Directors, ex- 
tending the courtesies of the Public School 
Library to the members of the convention. 

Mesers. Bowman andLotz invited the members 
to inspect the plans of an elevator now being 
erected by them in Chicago. 

PAPERS AND DISCUSSION, 

Mr. D. J. Whittemorethen read a valuable 
paper which he had prepared on ‘‘Tensile 
Test of Cements and an Appliance for More 
Accurate Determinations.’’ After the reading 
aveiy animated discussion ensued, » 

One of the members said that American 
cement had been discovered by Mr. Camas 
White, who was sent over by the State of New 
York, when they were buiiding the Erie canal, 
to England tomake provisions for the cement 
peeded. He found there were two difficulties 
in using that cement. In the first place it was 
very dear, in the second place, after they had 
broughtit here after being six weeks onthe 
ocean, it wasgood for nothing. Judging that 
cemcut consisted of slate and limestone, he 
endeavored to find his way out of tbe difficulty. 
He discovered quarries at Chittenango, West- 
ern New York. He examined them and 
tound cement could be manufactured there- 
from, and that was the beginning of American 
cement. TheState of New York gave him 
$10,V00 for this discovery. 

Capt. Eads remurked that few materials gave 
such a wide range of tests as cement. 

Mr. Shinn, the vice-chairman, tookthechair 
for the ragnainder of the session, 

Another paper on ‘‘American Cements,’’ 
prepared by Mr. F. O. Norton, was read by 
secretary Bogart. The paper described the 
result of experiments nade in 1878, and was 
illustrated by plans exhibited on the plattorm, 
Mr. Norton had experimented with 5,824 test 
bricklets manutactured at Rosendale, Ulster 
county, New York. 

dhe production of cement at the Rosendale 
works was a million to a millionand a half 
barrels the season, which lasted from eightto 
nine months, that being the period navigation 
on the Hudson River was practicable between 
Kondout and New York. Theresuits of these 
experiments provedconclusively that acement 
of high standard strength can be continaonsly 
produced from the quarries in Ulster county, 
New York. The results may be summed up 
thus: Cement consisting of one part cement 
to one part sand. lRosendate bad a tension 
of 257 pounds to the square inch, and cost 
sixty-eight cents per burrel, while the same 
quality Portland resisted a pressure of 224

A long discussion also followed the reading 
of these papers. Vice-President Francisrelated 
how cement is made in England. He nad visit- 
ec some of the works in England where the 
cement was made oul of the material found on 
the spot.

They bab- 
ble of green fields and suggest a thousand 
things, allof them pleasant and heintulto the 
poor sick, not the least of which suzgestions is 
that of human symrathy and love. Itis a fact 


that most of ietenants' of the free 
hospitals have to tear more the 
carking idea of Joneliness and friend- 
le-sness than the diserse which is 
upon them, and when they are 


brought back into kinship with the world by 
the personal care and love of the good ladies of 
the Fiower Mission, 1t is often the first step 
towards recovery. Gray and grizzféd tramps, 
weather Leaten and bieary without one thought 
of anything but present pain and future hunger, 
are touched ana softened by the litt!e sugges- 
tions of beauty dropped upon their bed quilts, 
and those who are not so hardened gieet tie 
flowers almost with tears, 

The practical need of the Mission just now is 
more curriages to make the distribution effec- 
tive. The ladies are doing allthey can, but it 
is simply impossible for them to carry the 
heavy baskets of bouguets inthe street cars 
and from house to house where their errand 
of mercy brings them. There are thousands of 
carriages in St. Louis whose owners have 
no use for them in the morning 
hours, and it these owners would put their ve- 
hicles and drivers at the disposal of the Mission 
trom 10 o’clock till 1 on Wednesday mornings 
they would be helping the most effective and 
oractical charity thatis at workin St. Louis.
